When Shank was here 
for the horse show last fall, he agreed 
to send the chief a sack of his fa- 
mous potatoes and kept his promise. 


Mayor Shank, along' with his other 


traits has a political bee.

has been buzzing for some time and 
as a result he is a candidate for gov- 
ernor. The Shank boom is a life sized 
one, but' he is not putting too much 
confidence in it. 
When asked how 


the boom was coming, Mayor Shank 
replied "Oh, I don't know. You can't 
tell much about booms but I guess 
everything looks pretty good." 


Annis Bnrk, the mayor's secretary, 


accompanied him to this city. 
Burk, 


because of his first name. Annis, has 
often been mistaken for a woman. 
Burk is very small as compared to 
Shank and the two resemble Mutt and 
Jeff as they walk down the street.

was about twenty minutes fast. Her 
estimony was confirmed by her sis- 
er, Mrs.

vhen they learned that he would be 
villiug to testify that he talked to 
Jrs.

Washington, June 8.—Final steps 


have been taken by the war department 
preparatory to making good threats 
of the state department to President 
Gomez to intervene in Cuba in case of 
continued failure of his government 
adequately to protect life and proper- 
ty. Major General Wood, chief of staff 
of the army, has ordered four army 
transports put in commission at New- 
port News with adequate crews, sup- 
plies and equipment for carrying an 
expeditionary force of 5,000 soldiers 
to Cuba. Minister Beaupre at Havana 
also was notified to "vigorously im 
press upon the president of Cuba that 
a continued failure on the part of his 
government adequately to protect life 
and property will inevitably compel 
this government to intervene in Cuba 
under and in response to its treaty 
rights and obligations." 


What, in the opinion of administra- 


tion officials, makes the Cuban situa- 
tion a real menace is the fact that the 
present government of Cuba is known 
to be a rotten shell without fina'ncial 
resources, powers of resistance or 
frankness and honesty of purpose. 


The total number of American ma- 


rines now in Cuba is about 700, or 
practically the entire force taken to 
Guantanamo bay by the Prairie. One 
thousand more are due today on the 
four battleships of the fourth division 
of the Atlantic fleet from Key West. 


The Paducah landed sixty marines 


at El Cabroe, near Santiago, following 
an unsuccessful attempt to burn the 
property of the Cuban Copper compa- 
ny, an American firm, at this place 
Forty-two marines were landed at El 
Cuero. where there are several min 
ing properties. Quiet is now said to 
prevail at both places. 


Arrests in all parts of the island are 


reported, but there has been no im 
portant movement of the government 
troops. It is reported that the Toledo 
sugar mill, six miles from Havana 
has been burned.

CONSTRUCTION OF HEN HOUSE 


Few Practical Suggestions That Will 


Be of Much Assistance to the 


Poultry Keeper. 


(By J. G. HAL.PIN and C. A. OCOCK, 


Wisconsin.) 


For success in poultry keeping it 


is necessary to have a suitable house 
which will protect the fowls from in- 
clement weather and from their nat- 
ural enemies. 


It must be remembered that from 


the standpoint of the hen, appearance 
makes very little difference, but the 
house must be so built and so ar- 
ranged that it will be a comfortable 
place for the hens to live; otherwise 
they will not thrive and production 
will not be satisfactory. 
On many 


farms the hens are not provided with 
a 'house constructed especially for 
them, but are housed in an old build- 
ing originally made for some other 
purpose. As a rule this sort of a 
house is not economical, for, unless It 
is constructed especially for hens, it 
will seldom be fonnd possible to re- 
construct it in such a way as to 
make economical production possible. 


Poultry houses should be located 


where it is dry and well drained. It 
the ground Is not naturally dry, it 
should be ditched and drained artifi- 
cially, for poultry will not thrive in 
a house when the floor Is constantly 
wet. A damp location means a damp

poultry bouse all the way through, 
and the result is that the fowls are 
affected with many troublesome dis- 
eases. 


Houses should be placed so that 


they will not be subject to violent 
winds, yet good air and drainage are 
essential. A house should never be 
placed in a low, damp spot where 
early fall frosts are likely to occur. 
These places are always cold and un- 
healthy for fowls. 


One hundred hens will thrive in a 


pen 20x20 feet, that is four square feet 
of floor spae per hen, but one hen 
will not thrive in a pen 2x2 feet. In 
a large pen each one has a chance to 
wander about over the entire floor 
space, thus getting more exercise. 


Generally speaking, it is far cheaper 


to build a wide house than a narrow 
one. A house 20x20 is cheaper than 
a house 10x40 and contains as much 
floor space for the hens. 
A house 


20 feet wide, however, will be found 
impracticable for some types of roofs 
and will not be found satisfactory 
where one wishes to keep a number 
of small breeding pens. 
There are 


several common types of roofs used 
on poultry houses. 


Just which style of roof should be 


chosen is largely a matter of personal 
preference, but the type of roof will 
be found to influence the cost of con- 
struction to quite an extent. 


Wherever there is only one poultry 


house a partition is always advisable 
as it permits one to keep the hens sep-
